We, Toshiyuki Tamara and Masahiro Sawada, do hereby state that: 

1) We are the inventors of the above-identified application. 

2) The COMMUNICATION SYSTEM, COMMUNICATION METHOD AND 
SWITCHING NODE was known to ns earlier than July 16, 2000, Indeed, the present 
invention was published as document N4-000443 titled "How to obtain RFCI information in 
Core Network" (Exhibit 1). 

3) Mr. Toahiyuki Tamara distributed the document (Exhibit 1) to a mailing list of 
a research body, 3GPP, on a first date (redacted) before July 16 2000 at the email address 
3GPP_TSG_CN WG4@LIST.ETSI.fr, as shown In the copy of the electronic mail (email) 
header (Exhibit 2). 

4) A copy of the Email Exploder List (Exhibit 3) of the 3GPP Home Page, 
http://www.3gpp.org, includes the email lists for 3GPP including "3GPP_TSG_CN_WG4" 
under the heading "TSG Core Network E-mail lists." 
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5) A copy of the "How to Subscribe" section (Exhibit 4) of the 3GPP web site, 
http://www.3gpp.org, contains a list of email exploders including 
3GPP^TSG^CN_W04@UST^TS1.F1L 

6) The mailing list # TGPPJTSG - CN_WG4 n was tested at" LIST ETSI FR" at 
http ;//www,Uoft.Goxn/scripta/wi.cxe?XH and the mailing list included 360 subscribers, as 
shown in the copy of the Mailing list of LIST.ETSLFR (Exhibit 5). 

7) The document was published on the FTP server at 
ftp;//ftp.3gpp.orgATSG_CN/WG4^rotocollars/t<;gN4_03/I^c^ on a second date before Jul? 
16 r 2000 . as shown in the directories (Exhibit 6) of ftp://ftp.3gpp,org which include document 
N4-000443 (Exhibit 1 }. Wc respectfully note that the directories (Exhibit 6) indicate that 
Siemans Tdoc N4-000476 was not published on this server until August 1 5, 2000. 

8) In light of the facts of 2)- 7), the effective date of the document (Exhibit 1) is 
earlier than July 16, 2000. 

9) The above clearly evidences a completion (reduction to practice) of the 
invention in a NAFTA or WTO Member Countxy (i.e., Japan) before the publication date of 
gfthcr 9 iM iW"" TdocN4-0Q0476 (e.g„ July 16. 3000) grNBCTd«N4-0Wg6 (e.g. August 
28, 2Q0Q), 

10) The present invention, upon which claims 1-1 1 are based, is disclosed in the 
contents of the document (Exhibit 1). 

For example, the document (Exhibit 1 ) discloses a method for obtaining Rab sub- 
Flow Combination Identifier (RFCI) information in a core network. (e.g., see Exhibit 1 at 
Title), which can be found in the specification (e.g., see Application at page 6> lines 10-27).

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Regarding the present invention, the document (Exhibit 1) discloses that the Rf CI con 
be obtained by In-band signaling such that when the mobile switching center (MSC) server 
detects the trigger to perform transeoder free operation (TrFO) break, the MSC server 
interrogates the radio network controller (RNC) using the user interface (Iu) UP in-band 
signal about the RFCI that is currently being Used (e.g. Exhibit 1, at section B>2), which can 
be found in the specification (e.g. Application at page 6, lines 10-27). 

The document (Exhibit 1 ) discloses that the RFCI can be obtained by out of band 
signaling such that when the MSC server detects the trigger to perform TrFO break, the MSC 
server interrogates the RNC using the radio access network application part (RANAP) signal 
about the RFCI currently being used (e.g. Exhibit 1, section BHX w hich can be found in the 
specification (e.g. Application at page 6, Use 28, page 7, lines 1-2, and page 14, lines 22-2S)

3. Conclusion 

NEC concluded that B)-2 approach is the most appropriate approach for RFCI recognition in core 
network. This conclusion was reached based on the following considerations. 

• At first, Monitoring method, A)-1 and A)-2 are not acceptable because of costliness. One of the 
basic TrFO concepts is to free transcoders in order to make MGW less expensive. 

• In B)-1 , B)-3 approaches, out side of 3GPP specifications are affected. <.e. BICC) 

• Delay or Clipping that expected in B)-2 approach is less than 100msec. (Iframe (20msec.) round 
trip and some processing time.) This delay could be considered as regligible delay.
